A MAIDSTONE nightclub has had 
its licence suspended indefinitely 
after a drugs raid. 

The owners of The Source Bar, in Rose Yard, 
had until Monday to appeal the suspension, but 
instead have put in a new licence application. 

Meanwhile nights have been transferred to 
The Loft nightclub, in Gabriels Hill, and the 
Source’s sister bar Players, in the High Street. 

A spokesman for the Gallery group, which is 
owned by Maidstone businessman Steve 
Moore, said: “We are not open at present and 
our Tuesday night Twisted event is being 
moved to The Loft. Some other nights have 
also been moved to our sister bar Players. We 
aren’t going to comment further.” 

Forty officers descended on the nightclub’s 
Tuesday night Twisted event last week after 
someone raised concerns about drug dealing. 

Class A drugs were found and six people 
were arrested in the raid, which took place at 
around 11.30pm. 

A special licensing hearing last Thursday 
saw the club’s licence suspended and posters 
were then put up to let punters know the venue 
would not be open for the foreseeable future. 

A police spokeswoman told Yourmaidstone: 
“The owners had until Monday to launch an 
appeal against the suspension, but did not. 

‘We have now received an application for a 
new licence for the venue from a new person. 
This will be considered shortly.” 

Following the raid a 23-year-old woman, a 
50-year-old man, a 29-year-old man and a 40- 
year-old man, all from Maidstone, were all 
arrested on suspicion of drug offences and 
bailed until September 11.

“Being near to the barracks it was 
an obvious choice.” 

The office has been kitted out with 
the latest Army technology, allowing 
would-be recruits to log on to find out 
more about what life as a soldier, 
chef, medic or Army musician would 
be like.

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A GERMAN tank is set to roll 
through the streets of Kent - but 
there’s no need to panic. 

A trio of military history buffs from Hoo have 
built a formidable-looking replica of an extreme¬ 
ly rare Panzer III replica - complete with 
swivelling turret, guns and a radio system. 

It’s the only working Panzer III imitation of 
its kind in Britain, according to industrial 
welder John Phillips. He and a small squad of 
enthusiasts spent nearly three months trans¬ 
forming a British armoured personnel carrier 
he bought for £5,000 and spent £15,000 turning 
into a Second World War battle machine. 

The military makeover gave the tank a 50mm 
high-powered gun and two MG34 machine 
guns. They are gas-operated, making a realistic 
bang and a flash - and are completely legal. 

John, 49, said: “There were no Panzers round 
here to base it on so we bought a model and 
scaled it up from that. Tanks like this are so 
rare these days that you can only find them in 
museums. If you could buy one it would cost 
hundreds of thousands of pounds. 

‘We managed to get hold of a British AFV432 
and completely rebuild it into a German tank.” 

Electronics engineer Tim Bluck installed the 
tank’s radio equipment. 

He said: “The biggest job we had was to move 
the massive Rolls Royce engine further back. It 
was so heavy that our forklift, which carries 
two-and-a-half tons, struggled to shift it.”

Enforce hunting 
ban, says Widdy 

MP Ann Widdecombe has urged people 
opposed to fox-hunting to make sure the 
law is enforced. 

Her call follows a new report by a 
cross-party group of MPs which conclud¬ 
ed that hunting with hounds was of pos¬ 
itive benefit to wildlife. 

It has led to increased calls for an end 
to the ban which outlawed hunting with 
dogs in 2004. 

Tory leader David Cameron has prom¬ 
ised a free vote if his party take power 
from Labour next year. 

Fervent anti-hunting campaigner Ms 
Widdecombe said people opposed to hunt¬ 
ing must not sit back and do nothing. 

She said: “There is no point in getting 
bogged down by the fact the law might be 
repealed. We’ve got a ban so we should be 
trying to make it effective. 

“I would say to people to get out there 
and get the law enforced that is the way 
forward.” 

The All Party Parliamentary Middle 
Way Group and the Veterinary 
Association for Wildlife Management 
condemned the Hunting Act, which came 
into force in 2004, as “unscientific, unen¬ 
forceable, socially divisive, and harms, 
rather than improves, animal welfare”. 

The group said the ban was “simply a 
bad law” and called for it to be repealed. 

David Cameron has promised, if his 
party wins the next General Election, to 
give a free vote on the repeal of the 
Hunting Act. 

Asked if she was concerned that pres¬ 
sure was growing for the act to be 
repealed, Miss Widdecombe said: “Of 
course I am. But the Tories have been 
stating forever that they will repeal the 
act so that is hardly something new.” 

The former Home Office minister, who 
is retiring at the next general election, 
has been campaigning for the volunteers 
who monitor fox-hunting ‘packs’ to be 
licensed to protect them and encourage 
more people to help enforce the ban.

Nutritionist's advice put her 
patients at risk, hearing told

A NUTRIONIST is facing discipli¬ 
nary charges after it was revealed 
she put her clients’ health at risk by 
recommending “dangerous” foods. 

A misconduct hearing heard last week 
how Katie Peck, 32, told diabetic patients to 
eat certain foods which could harm their 
condition. 

Miss Peck, from West Mailing, was employed 
by West Kent Primary Care Trust to cover for 
nutritionist Sally Morris, who was taking 
maternity leave from the Coxheath Centre 
Diabetes Clinic. 

According to the Daily Telegraph, Mrs Morris 
told the Health Professions Council that she 
discovered Miss Peck’s advice when she 
returned to work in February 2008 and a 
patient asked why she was taking kelp. 



West Kent 


Mrs Morris said the patient was a type two 
diabetic who was also being treated for a thy¬ 
roid condition. Mrs Morris discovered that 
kelp was rich in iodine and could severely 
affect the patient’s condition. 

Recommendations 

In another incident Mrs Morris discovered 
Miss Peck had told a diabetic with possible 
kidney disease and high potassium levels to 
eat fresh pineapple and half a green banana. 

Mrs Morris told the board: “Bananas are a 
source of potassium. I would certainly not 


expect someone with high potassium levels to 
be recommended to eat bananas because it 
would be dangerous.” 

Mrs Morris continued to discover more 
unusual advice when she went through 
patient files and reported them to managers. 

She found that Miss Peck had recommended 
dandelion tea, milk thistle, flax seed oil and 
chromium supplements, none of which is 
believed to have any proven clinical benefits. 

John Harding, for the HPC, told the Daily 
Mail: “The allegation is that Katie Peck’s fitness 
to practise is impaired by lack of competence. 

“It will be seen that in relation to each 
patient there is a common theme that devel¬ 
ops - that the note-keeping was in a poor state 
and that recommendations made by Katie 
Peck were without any obvious reason.” 

Miss Peck faces disciplinary charges in rela¬ 
tion to 27 patients, but denies any wrongdoing. 

The panel adjourned the case on Thursday 
(July 9) and will resume in December.

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Officer killed 
in Afghanistan 
is fkravn home 


THE body of fallen Kent soldier 
Ben Babington-Browne arrived 
home late last week. 

The 27-year-old Royal Engineers captain, 
from Maidstone, died instantly when a heli¬ 
copter crash in Afghanistan’s Zabul Province 
more than a week ago. 

He was part of the 22 Engineer Regiment. 
His coffin was flown into RAF Lyneham, 
Wiltshire, along with the bodies of four other 
young soldiers. 

The former pupil of Maidstone Grammar 
School perished when the craft he was in 
crashed during take-off. 

Mourners in Wooton Bassett, near 
Lyneham, lined the streets to pay their 
respects last week after a repatriation cere¬ 
mony. 

Capt Babington-Browne leaves behind 
mother Nina, who still lives in Maidstone, 
and his brother Daniel. 

Privileged 

Nina said: “Ben was a much-loved son, 
brother and nephew who had a huge person¬ 
ality and will be so missed by his family and 
friends, who are all heartbroken by his 
untimely death. 

“One of the brightest stars in the firma¬ 
ment has been lost in the line of a duty which 
was second only to his love for his family and 
friends. 

‘We are all immensely proud of his consid¬ 
erable achievements in his short life. God 
bless and keep him.” 

After Capt Babington-Browne graduated 
from the Royal Military Academy in

Sandhurst and completed the Royal 
Engineers Troop Commanders Course, he 
joined 22 Engineer Regiment in April, 2007. 

He was deployed to Iraq as a troop com¬ 
mander in 5 Armoured Engineer Squadron, 
where colleagues say he quickly showed the 
leadership skills which earned him the 
respect of all who served with him. 

Back at home, he ran the Regimental 
Junior Non-Commissioned Officers Cadre - 
a training scheme which prepares sappers 
for promotion to Lance Corporal. 

Commanding officer of 22 Engineer 
Regiment, Lieutenant Colonel Andrew Noble 
said Ben had a bright future in the Army 
ahead of him. 

He added: “Everyone in 22 Engineer 
Regiment is shocked and saddened beyond 
measure by his tragic death in Afghanistan. 
It is hard to accept that such a shining light 
has gone from this world. 

“The impact he made on us during the time 
we were privileged to spend with him 
showed that Ben will have touched many 
lives. 

“I hope his family can find some small com¬ 
fort in knowing that we, his comrades-in- 
arms, hold him in such high regard and feel 
his loss so keenly. 

“I have rarely met a man who was so wide¬ 
ly liked and respected in a regiment. His 
humility and selflessness were palpable; he 
carried his rank lightly and the British Army 
officers’ creed of ‘Serve to Lead’ could have 
been written for him.” 


Soldiers' lives are being 
thrown away, says Clegg 


TOP politician Nick Clegg warned that 
British soldiers’ lives were being thrown 
away in Afghanistan - shortly after the 
tragic death of Captain Babington- 
Browne last week. 

His comments followed a warning from 
defence secretary Bob Ainsworth who said 
more British soldiers would die. 

Liberal Democrat leader Mr Clegg told 
a national newspaper: “Recent events 
have led me to question - for the first time 
- whether we’re going about things in the 
right way. We now need to ask whether 
the Government has the will, strategy or 
tactics to do the job properly. 

“Our young men and women’s lives are 
being thrown away because our politi¬ 
cians won’t get their act together. 

“It is time to put real political will 
behind a new strategy, and a new commit¬ 
ment to Afghanistan. It is our last chance 
before it is too late.” 

Speaking to the Daily Telegraph, Mr 
Ainsworth said: “Let us be under no illu¬ 
sion. The situation in Afghanistan is seri¬ 



ous and not yet decided. The way forward is 
hard and dangerous. More lives will be 
lost and our resolve is going to be tested. 

“If we are to succeed we will need both 
the courage and the patience to see it 
through. There is no defined end date - 
only an end state.”

Head remembers

CAPTAIN Ben Babington-Browne is remem¬ 
bered as a pupil of great potential and high 
intellect by his former headteacher.

Ex-teachers have 
praised his friendliness and outgoing spirit, 
his perceptiveness and ability to understand 
and discuss a wide range of subjects. 

Headmaster Neil Turrell said: “This is a 
grievous blow to us, and one that I feel deeply 
and personally. I thought Ben an outstanding 
person with enormous potential. So good, in 
fact, that I selected him to be school vice-cap- 
tain in a year of very strong candidates. 

“That he should die in the service of his 
country in the prime of his life is an enormous 
loss. We know that his mother Nina is devas¬ 
tated by the news and we send her our deep¬ 
est condolences at this dreadful time”. 

Mr Turrell said Ben took an active part in 
school life, helping to run many events - 
including discos and the school panto. 

Hundreds of former school friends have left 
messages on a memorial page for Ben, set up 
on social networking website Facebook.

Experts baffled 
by speed camera 
revenue drop-off

THE number of speeding drivers caught by 
cameras has dropped by nearly two-thirds in 
a year, latest figures show. 

The surprise drop has baffled road safety experts, but has 
been put down to a combination of drivers getting used to 
the cameras and the popularity of sat nav systems. 

However, critics say the figures mean nothing if they 
don’t coincide with a reduction in the number of accidents, 
deaths and injuries. 

New statistics show that last year 22,701 
drivers were clocked exceeding the speed 
limit by Gatso cameras and roadside vans - 
34,833 fewer than the year before. 

“This is a huge drop,” said Katherine 
Barrett of the Kent and Medway Safety 
Camera Partnership. ‘We think people are 
becoming more tolerant of cameras and more 
aware of where they are. 

We put signs up to warn motorists, have a 
ten per cent plus 2mph tolerance level and 
publish all the locations on the website, so there isn’t real¬ 
ly an excuse. 

“Hopefully people are accepting that cameras are now a 
permanent safety feature on the roads and not there as 
revenue raisers.” 

Since the partnership was formed in 2002, 394,189 driv¬ 
ers have been snapped breaking speed limits at 75 fixed 
camera sites. 

The fixed penalty notices handed out last year represent 
£1.3 million in revenue for the Government - a huge drop 
on the £3.4m made in 2007. 

Speeding peaked in 2004 when 82,906 people were 


caught, making £5m. Every driver has to pay at least a £60 
fine and gets three points on their licence. 

Terry Hudson, area organiser for the Association of 
British Drivers, said: “This looks good on paper but have 
the rates of accidents, deaths and injuries gone down, too? 

“Cameras have their uses in some places but I don’t 
think they should be used to judge whether somebody is a 
good or bad driver. It’s about speeding in the wrong places. 

“Perhaps the reduction in tickets is due to the downturn 
in the economy and people using cars less. I think drivers 
are also more aware of the fines they will have to pay if 
they are caught.” 

Road safety campaigner Caroline Hobbs, 
whose eight-year-old daughter Jade and 
mother Margaret Kuwertz, 79, were killed 
while trying to cross the A249 at Detling, 
near Maidstone, in 2000, gave a cautious wel¬ 
come the reduction. 

“If these figures show cameras are reduc¬ 
ing accidents, that’s great,” she said. “But if it 
just means a reduction in the number of driv¬ 
ers getting ticketed, then it makes no odds. 

“Most people who drive on the A249 are 
used to the camera being there and slow 
down, and that could be the case at other sites. And lot of 
people have sat nav systems now, especially if they do a lot 
of driving, and they can warn motorists about cameras. 

“I’d put this down to people knowing where the cameras 
are and having better technology to warn them, but even 
then it’s a pretty amazing drop.” 

The partnership has also just released its latest crash fig¬ 
ures, which show the number of people killed or seriously 
injured has reduced by 63 per cent since 2002. 

“There’s no getting around it, safety cameras are definite¬ 
ly having an impact on reducing casualties,” Ms Barrett 
said.

'No water shortage despite heatwave'

Environment Agency manager for Kent and East Sussex Andrew 
Pearce said the county had plenty of water in its reservoirs and 
ground water supply because of a wet winter - but we need to save. 

He said: “In the South East we have the highest usage of water in 
the UK,” he said. "If we can reduce it by 35 litres a day to 130 litres 
per person per day, then we can save £1.6 billion in not having to 
build reservoirs.”

THREE teams were announced 
joint winners of the county’s first 
sporting challenge for disabled 
youngsters after the decision was 
deemed too close to call. 

The final of the Kent Panathlon Challenge - 
a multi-sports event for young disabled people 
- took place at the Mailing School in East 
Mailing on July 1. 

More than 100 finalists were chosen from 
about 200 youngsters who took part in heats 
throughout Kent in April. 

The teams were made up of special needs 
youngsters from different areas of the county 
including Mid Kent, Ashford, Mailing and 
Sevenoaks, Sheppey and Sittingboume, and 
Dartford. 

During the final round the teams had to 
complete a number of sports - similar to the 
Paralympics - such as athletics, polybat and 
new-age kurling. 

After a day of competitive sport, officials 
declared the contest too close to call and 
named the Mid Kent, Ashford and Dartford 
teams as joint winners. 

Each of the teams won the same number of 
points for each of the six events. 

Mailing and Sevenoaks secured fourth place 
and Sheppey and Sittingboume came fifth. 

Organiser Ashley Iceton said: “What a won¬ 
derful way to end the first Kent Panathlon 
final. We are used to close finishes because the 


competition is so intense, but we couldn’t sep¬ 
arate the winners this time. Everyone is look¬ 
ing forward to the 2010 event.” 

The Panathlon Challenge has been deliver¬ 
ing Paralympics-type sports events in London 
and Liverpool for ten years. 

The scheme was brought to Kent for the first 
time this year after donations from the BBC’s 
Children in Need fund and the St James’ Place 
Foundation, including more than £16,000 of 
free sports equipment and expert coaching. 

Paralympian gold medallist and Panathlon 
Challenge patron Danny Crates said: 


“Panathlon is an excellent example of young 
people given the opportunity to compete in 
sport at the level that is appropriate for them. 

“We thank Children in Need and the St 
James’ Place Foundation for their kind grant 
which has enabled many schools across Kent 
to benefit.” 

Disabled pupils from eight school partner¬ 
ships took part, including students who attend 
Swadelands in Maidstone, Ridgeview in 
Tonbridge, Wyvem in Ashford; Mailing School; 
Meadowfield in Sittingboume; and Milestone 
in New Ash Green.

And if you think me a racist thug for my 
views and blame me and “others” like me for 
the recent successes of the BNP, you should 
know I am black - that is black, not “ethnically 
challenged” or of a “coloured persuasion” or any 
other of that politically correct rubbish!

What area in Maidstone do you cover? 

I cover the Banning Heath area of Maidstone. 

Tell us what your role includes. 

My job is to tackle low-level crime in my area and provide 
a visible presence to the community. This way the resi¬ 
dents know I am easily approachable to deal with any 
issues they may have. 

What are the main issues in the area, which have 
been raised by the residents? 

I mostly deal with concerns such as litter on the heath, 
which is a playing field on the Springwood estate, and 
anti-social behaviour, where young people congregate 
around the shops on Turrigan Road, which is a nuisance 
for residents who often complain about the noise. 

How do you plan to address these issues? 

I am putting together Litter Target Days. I also aim to be 
on patrol at key times in the day to deal with the issues of 
littering when I have been told it is of most concern. I 
believe that by engaging with people who cause prob¬ 
lems, they can be educated on how their behaviour 
affects others.

IN a week of bizarre news - which saw 
mourners wave a white-gloved goodbye 
to the king of pop and a man drowned 
in a vat of chocolate - Psychoville 
seems genteel in comparison.

I’VE been talking to Robin Wright 
Penn for ten minutes and she’s 
already slipped into an English 
accent three times. 

We’re in Edinburgh, where she is promoting 
her latest film The Private Lives Of Pippa Lee 
and on the first two occasions I assume she’s 
putting it on for comic effect. 

On the third, I can’t help but point these 
moments of received pronunciation and she 
looks startled. 

“I know,” the 43-year-old says confessionally. 
“It’s because when I’m around you people I feel 
just like I have to speak like this because I 
hate my accent. I feel very American around 
you guys.” 

She starts making a whining sound and 
adds: “That’s what I sound like to myself when 
I’m around you.” 

Robin’s father is English so she had a head¬ 
start with the accent and the California-based 
actress admits that - after putting on her cos¬ 
tume - adopting another accent helps her get 
into character. 

“Clothing is so important to me when find¬ 
ing a character. It changes your walk, the way 
you hold your arms, the way you sit: it’s maybe 
the most important thing. Of course, if you 
have an accent, that’s even better.” 

In her title role as Pippa Lee, a 50-year-old 
woman heading for a mental breakdown after 
moving to a retirement village with her older 
husband, Robin didn’t have to feign an accent. 
But her clothes, she says, were instrumental in 
getting herself into the prim and proper role. 

Given starched beige trousers and plain 
blouses, her on-screen wardrobe is eye-catch¬ 
ing in its plainness.

“It was genius picking those very conserva¬ 
tive, wardrobe pieces for me, and the curl in 
the hair aged me, too. 

Although close to her character in age, the 
almost-50 actress says the clothes really 
helped her get into the part. 

“I really felt her, every day, because I wear 
this,” she says, pointing at her skinny jeans 
and tailored leather jacket. “Always have.” 

In the film, Pippa has an affair with her 
friend’s son, played by Keanu Reeves, who res¬ 
cues her from her troubled past and the sub¬ 
urban drudgery in which she ends up living. 


Pitched to movie audiences as an age-gap 
relationship film, in real life Keanu is actually 
a year older than Robin.

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Rural escape is fun for the family

TAKING care to dodge the cyclists, 
I moved to the edge of the rutted 
chalk footpath to take in the view 
from Britain’s next national park - 
and saw a panorama to compare 
with the Alps. 

To the north, beyond the plain of the Weald, 
was the ridge my National Trust notes identi¬ 
fied as the Hog’s Back. “Blunt bow-headed, 
whale-backed downs” is how Rudyard Kipling 
described a similar scene. 

Below me, the village of South Harting was 
nestled around its medieval church spire, the 
fields occasionally patterned by sunlight 
bursting between clouds. 

Gloomsters agonise about the fate of the 
South Downs when it becomes Britain’s 15th 
National Park in 2010. But in the sleepy rural 
lanes of West Sussex, southwards from 
Crawley through the Arun Valley to the coast, 
only a vivid imagination would worry about 
this special place getting too crowded. 

The town of Arundel, for example, is such a 
historic gem that you would expect it to be 
swamped already. 

Is the castle worth it for visitors paying £15 
per head? Probably, because you get so many 
bangs for your bucks: walled gardens, aug¬ 
mented by the spectacular Earl Collector’s 
Garden opened last summer; the keep and its 
ancient battlements, voice-overs re-enacting a 
Civil War siege; and then the house itself, 
largely rebuilt in the late-19th Century and 
family home for generations of the Howards, 
one England’s great Catholic families. 

Beyond the castle are the sort of attractions 
that would enable a family to holiday happily 


around Arundel this summer for a week. 

At Swanborough Lake, where families go 
boating beneath cliffs covered in trees and 
bushes, the setting is so perfect that Sir 
Winston Churchill tried to paint it when he 
stayed at the castle. 

Nearby, the 65-acre Wildfowl and Wetlands 
Centre, part of the famous charity based at 
Slimbridge, offers challenges galore with an 
‘eco’ theme: sunrise safaris; evening bat walks; 
silent, electric boat rides; summer pond¬ 
dipping and bug-hunting; collections of rare 
species of wildfowls; and play areas with two 
new giant bird feeders large enough for chil¬ 
dren to climb inside. 

A couple of miles away was our base to 
explore this delightful comer of West Sussex: 
the remarkable Bailiffscourt Hotel, one of 
few country-house hotels with the sea at the 


bottom of the garden - the English Channel on 
the shingle of Climping Beach. 

With mellow stone walls beneath a massive 
thatched roof, Bailiffscourt would appear to be 
a centuries-old Cotswold house. In fact, this 
splendid architectural fake was created by the 
Guinness family in the 1930s, and has become 
the sort of place where couples go for a quiet, 
luxurious stay to remember. 

Forget all that waffle about Wi-Fi - our room 
had a huge four-poster bed, an open fireplace, 
already laid with paper and kindling, and a 
basket of logs to be tossed on the flames when¬ 
ever we felt a tad chilly. 

Next morning, before breakfast, the ultimate 
luxury: a choice between a visit to the health 
club with both indoor and outdoor pools, or an 
easy stroll down to the beach to share the ris¬ 
ing dawn with the wave-skimming seagulls.

Offset mortgages can 
work saving wonders 

OFFSET mortgages can be attractive for 
borrowers with spare cash they want to 
hang on to but that is not earning much 
interest because of low interest rates. 

This type of mortgage allows home- 
owners to use their savings to reduce 
loan costs while keeping access to their 
money - and to earn an interest rate of 
4.6 per cent. 

They work because those who use 
them as well as taking out a mortgage 
have a separate savings account with 
the bank that has lent the mortgage. 

Instead of receiving interest, these 
linked accounts reduce the interest paid 
on the mortgage. 

The account balance is subtracted 
from the mortgage debt, with loan inter¬ 
est only charged on the net difference. 

According to First Direct, the average 
homeowner earns 4.6 per cent on sav¬ 
ings linked to these mortgages. 

However, offset loan rates can be high¬ 
er than those on other mortgages. 

Offsets make most sense for borrowers 
with significant savings, particularly 
higher-rate taxpayers who would other¬ 
wise lose 40 per cent of their interest in 
taxable accounts. 

Company tackles site 
shunned by builders 

REGENERATION specialist the Brown¬ 
field Land Assembly Company has 
bought the old Bede and Dunstan 
Homes in College Road, Deal, and plans 
to build 16 new affordable homes. 

The five two-bedroom houses and 11 
three-bedroom houses will be built to 
Level 3 of the Government’s Code for 
Sustainable Homes and will be among 
the greenest in the area. 

BLAC is funded by the Government’s 
Homes and Communities Agency and 
has been established by Hyde Housing 
Association Limited, RJ Barwick 
Limited and South East England 
Development Agency to tackle the short¬ 
age of housing in the South East. 

It is funded specifically to identify, 
acquire and make useable difficult 
development sites. The College Road site 
had not attracted commercial interest 
due to the presence of asbestos, demoli¬ 
tion costs and flood-risk issues. 

BLAC is now working with Dover 
District Council and the Environment 
Agency to prepare the half-acre site for 
construction. Subject to planning per¬ 
mission, it is hoped construction will 
begin towards the end of the year. 
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ENERGY firms operating in the 
county may be in breach of EU 
rules by overcharging thousands of 
our poorest households. 

The warning comes from the National

Between 2006-08, millions of prepay meter 
customers were charged well in excess of the 
average extra cost for installing and maintain¬

“Some companies, including npower, E.ON 
and Scottish Power, have already proved that 
energy firms can absorb the additional costs 
rather than passing them on to their poorest 
customers, and Ofgem must outlaw the prac¬ 
tice of discriminating against prepay meter 
users once and for all.”

Picasso hangs up well in 
the Citroen MPV gallery 


PABLO Picasso was a master of 
the unorthodox and it is not hard 
to see why Citroen "signed’ its MPV 
sub-brand after the Spanish artist. 

The seven-seat C4 Grand Picasso (from 
£14,995) certainly fits the gallery with its dra¬ 
matic lines and interior flexibility. 

The cabin seems huge even without the £610 
full-length panoramic roof and there is plenty 
of stowage, with big lidded bins on a dash¬ 
board that mixes pragmatic layout with flair. 

Comfortable seats complement good ride 
quality and refinement and the middle three 
adjust quickly and separately and flip/slide 
simply for access to the rearmost pair, though 
using these leaves minimal boot space. 

I would normally recommend buying a 
diesel MPV for economy and low-down grunt 
to cope with possible heavy loads, even though 
you must cover more miles to recover higher 
upfront costs. 

So I was dubious about the 1.6-litre petrol 
test car with Citroen’s EGS semi-auto gear¬ 
box, loaned by Wilmoths, Maidstone.

150bhp motor takes the Grand Picasso to 
62mph in 10.2 seconds. And the six-speed EGS 
can also be driven in fully automatic mode or as 
a clutchless manual using a sequential lever or 
paddle shifts either side of the stationary steer¬ 
ing wheel hub - now a Citroen trademark. 

Wilmoths, Maidstone general sales manager 
Kelvin Clayton, said: “Even I didn’t like the 
sound of this combination at first, but the 1.6 
engine has plenty of go and the gearbox learns 
your style of driving.

And while it cannot match a diesel fuel sav¬ 
ing, this cheaper petrol auto combination 
offers greater economy than a conventional 
manual, as well as low emissions to make it a 
reasonably ‘green’ option. 

Our mid-range VTR+ model is priced at 
£19,855, but Wilmoths currently has a £1,500 
Grand Picasso discount promotion plus zero 
per cent finance.

He said: “It went really well considering it 
was only our second time there. We came 
here in April to learn the circuit and I real¬ 
ly wanted to do something special at the 
meeting. To pick up a third place was an 
excellent result and has continued a great 
start to the year.” 

This evening Mercer will be in action in 
the Southern 100 Championships held on 
the roads of the Isle of Man. The prestigious 
race meeting, held on a four-mile street cir¬ 
cuit in Castletown, will see the world’s best 
road racers compete for the Southern 100 
title. 

With the meeting his first visit to 
Castletown, Mercer believes he will have a 
lot of work to do on the track to be on the 
pace. 

He said: “The practice sessions are going 
to be massively important. There are plen¬ 
ty of tricky comers on this circuit, which 
need to be mastered. Learning circuits has 
not been too difficult this year, so I am look¬ 
ing forward to this new challenge.” 

After an impressive TT debut, Mercer 
hopes for more success on the island.
